Lvovich 'JLCJAUH in June 19i>0 in tho Ant ?isr Krininol, was 
a Soviet Ai.r^r officer tu>G later bencrol VLA.'OV s adjutant* He 
cono over to tho best in the sane way that millions of his country- 
men did* Captured by U:o ierwanu, he suffered tlio sane miseries 
as other captives* iut tOing capablo than the average, ho 
nanagod *to survive wh*;;v others fell* 

2* !Ic acquired no'hode citolin; with various types of pooplo, 
particularly with people who, lito hinsclf, ratio from the USSX. As 
Vlascov'c adjutant, he became personally acquainted with all tie top 
leaders of the Vlosoov ;juvment. ilia knowledge of those people and 
of •'he conditions under vi&ch they had to cxLrt while in the T J5Sft, 
ohculd be extremely ucchil to the work o f the Assessment and liecruit- 
nent ntaff of the 1 division, Domestic Operations hose.
